Local schools are waiting anxiously for the 
final word to come from Washington and 
Springfield' as to how much in federal' and 
state aids they will loose this year. 

■ Even then the school administrations can 
never be sure that they will receive all the 
funds the budget allowed for said Antioch 
High School Superintendent Warren Polley. 
Polley exemplified this with the post- 
ponement that the high school received of the 
doubletpayment that was expected from the 
state this June. This will mean a hold-up of 



almost three percentof the state aid that was 
in the 1981-82 budget. . 

Dr; Donald Skidmore, Antioch Grade 
School superintendent, says that recom- 
mendations now in front of the state board of 
education indicate a possible loss of between 
-$100,000.and $200,000 in slate revenues for the 
1982-83 school year.
